From thi.s almost mythicnl volunio we 
have extracted a purtiuii of the testimony 
f ''Richard Blaiishard, Esq., the first Guv- 
'jrnor of Vancouver's Island, as given be- 
fore acomniittcQ of the Uouso of OommoDs, 
June 15th, 1857. Ilereaftor we shall con- 
tinue our extracts till the public arc as well 
posted in the mysteries of the ptist history 
of the colony, as those liere who have been 
the willing instruments of a barbarous mo- 
nopoly: ^ 

"Had you any opportunity of fonuiuf; 
an opinion of tlic productiveness of tlie 
coi\l mines of ^'ilucouver's Island ? — tbo 
eoftl mines wl'ich are now worked at Nanai- 
mo were not diseovered while I was there ; 
there was a small quantity found up at 
Fort Rupert, and some niincra were sent 
out; but the accounts wliich had been sent 
to Enf^land of tl.ose coal mines weroso very 
mucli exai^crated that they soon eavo over 
working!; thcni ; the coal which had been 
reported three feet thick, was in reality, 
only about 15 or IG inches; it had been 
found cropping out of a bank, an<l the In- 
dians had dug out siinll iniantitie.s with 
their axes, with very ^Tcat labor. 

To what do you attribute the verj- limited 
resort of settlers to Vancouver's Island, 
which took place while you were fliere ?— 
I think in great measure to the restric- 
tions which ttiere were upon their obtain- 
ing land. 

What was tlio nature of those restric- 
tions? — The high price. 

"What was the price ? — A Pound an acre. 

Is not One Pound an acre the price gen- 
erally charged for land in the colonial 
possessions (jf Kni^laiid ? — It is in some 
parts; I believe it is in some parts of Aus- 
tralia : but it is not so iu Canada or in New 
Brunswick. 

Do you think that a low price of land, as 
a general system, is advanta;;eou.; to a col- 
ony? — I'erliaps liunlly so low as it is sold 
in some of the North Aincriciiii colonics; 
but still One Pound an ai.Tc is very liijih, 
because it is far hi;^hcr tliuii it is sold in 
the United Stiitea immediately adjoining.

Mr. Roebuck.] Was there any survey of 
the island, or ot any part of the islana? — 
I believe some portion of it has been sur- 
vcved since. 

llut was there any when you were 
there? — Very little; there had been a sur- 
vey of their own claim, commenced by the 
Hudson's Bay Company. 

What ,do you mean by a "survey of their 
own claim ?"— There wos a portion of land 
which they marked out which was claimed 
by tlionisolves. I think it was supposed to 
contain 10 square miles. 

In what part of the Island was that? — 
Round I'oi i Victi.^ria. 

And that tlicy claiaiod as their own prop- 
erty? — That tney claimed as tlioir own 
proporty. 

1 thought that all the Islanil was conce- 
ded to them? — True but then it was on 
condition of selling the land; this tiiey 
claimed as their own reserve.

In no other part of British America, 
e.teept the Hudson's Bay Company's terri- 
tories, is .such a thing permitted. Their 
own skill has provided llicm with enough 
implements of destruction, to secure for 
themselves a living, iind sclf-proservation 
on our ptirt, should put iui ctiectual st'ip to 
such a pernicious practice, as selling thorn 
arms.
